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CITY ORGANIZING 
FOR INFLUENZA 


A number of new cases of influenza 
are reported since last week. The 
convent ig probably the worst, as the 
building ig quarantined, and a large 
number of the school children are 
down with the disease. Some of the 
sisters are very sick at last report. 
There are three Chinamen quarant- 
ined with the disease, and eight or 
ten other cases throughout the city. 
The building formerly used by the 
R.N.W.M.P. at the west end of Vic- 
toria Avenue will be used as a tem- 
porary isolation hospital we wunder- 
stand, and the Alexandra hotel has 
also been mentioned .as a probable 
place for patients if the cases multi- 
ply,’ which they are almost ,sure to 
do. All places of worship, the thea- 
tre, schools and other places have 
been: closed until further notice. 

Calgary has five thousand cases at 
last report and Edmonton had a like 
number. Almost all small towns and 
villages are affected, and even the 
country people are getting it. In 
most cases the attack {s slight. 


PRINCESS SOPHIA 
GOES DOWN WITH 
ALL PASSENGERS 


Victoria, B.C., Oct. 27.—Pounded 
by mountainous waves and driven 
before a wind of terrible severity, 
the Canadian Pacific steamship Prin- 
cess ‘Sophia slid from the compara- 
tive safety of Vanderbilt reef in 
Lynn Canal, midway between Skag- 
way and Juneau, early Friday even- 
ing, and carried 346 persons, pass- 
engers and crew, men, women and 
children, to their death in the raging 
northern waters. There ,were no 
survivors from the ship. 

The Sophia left Skagway Wednes- 
day evening last for Vancouver, with 
@ passenger list made up largely of 
Dawson people and Alaskans from 
interior points eager to get outside 
for the winter. Four hours out she 
ran into a blinding snowstorm, in 
which, it igs supposed, she got out 
of her course slightly and piled up 
on the reef, where she rested for 
more than 40 hours in what was 
thought to be a position of no danger 
aies NO ALARM FELT 

Lighthouse tenders and gas boats 
responded to the wireless call for 
assistance and the Princess Alice 
wag dispatched from Vancouver to 
take over the passengers. Even 
though the seas were running too 
high to permit of the transference 
of the passengers on board on Fri- 
day no alarm was felt. 

Capt. F. L. Locken, of Victoria, a 
veteran seaman of the _ northern 
coast, on the night of the disaster 
had. _‘wirelessed his office here that 
the ship was hard and fast on the 
reef, with-her bottom badly damaged 
but she.was not taking water and the 
passengers were normal. It is evi- 
dent that he believed the Sophia 
was planted so firmly on the rocks 
as to be secure from the severity of 
the storm which continued to rage. 

SOPHIA WAS SINKING. 

Friday morning the United States 
lighthouse tender Cedar had got 
within 400 yards of the Sophia but 
her anchors would not hold on the 
rocky sea bottom, andthe seas forced 
her back. The waves’ were such 
that lifeboats could not have lived. 
When night shut down the Sophia 
wag still on the reef. The wind in- 
creased and the air was filled with 
snow. 
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. THE LAST MESSAGH 

At 8 o’clock the Cedar picked up 
the last wireless from th.e Sophia. 
The Sophia wag sinking. She had 
been driven across the reef into deep 
water in which her shattered bottom 
offered no support, and she filled 
quickly and went down. The Cedar 
rushed to the vicinity, but could see 
nothing of the Sophia. When morn- 
ing broke her foremast was visible 
above the water. There wag no 
sign of life; no wreckage; and the 
bodies had scattered if they had not 
B0Dg down with the ship.

PRESIDENT IN fils NOTE OF OGTOBER 1éth 


Amsterdam, Oct. 28.—Austria, in 
her reply to President Wilson, accepts 
all the viewg expressed by the presi- 
dent in his note of Oct. 18. 

Austria says she is willing and 
ready, without awaiting the result 
of other negotiations, to negotiate a 
peace and an immediate armistice 
on Austro-Hungarian fronts. 

Washington, Oct. 28.—The German 
government's reply to President Wil- 
son’s last note, asserting that the ne- 
gotiations for peace are being con- 
ducted by a people’s government with 
actual and constitutional power and 
that the terms of the American and 
allied governments for an armistice 
are awaited, reached the Swiss lega- 
tion today by cable.” 


Copenhagen, Oct. 28.—Germany’s 
answer to President Wilson's latest 
note says: 


“The German government hag ta- 
ken cognizance of the answer of the 
President of the United States. 

“The president ig aware of the far- 
reaching changes which have been

Repeated tests at the Experimental } 
Farm at-Ottawa, ag between the use 
of self feeders and the usual method 
of feeding at stated periods. have 
proved that by the use of the self- 
feeder pork is produced more econ- 
omically with ergard to the food 
used and labor required. This sort 
of feeder consists of a box or hopper 
s0 constructed that when filled with 
meal it will automatically. deliver, 
or keep constantly before the pigs, in 
troughs, a certain amount of dry feed. 

- It can be built, according to special 
circular No. 15, issued by the Doe 
partment of Agriculture and obtain- 
able from the Publications Branch, 
for about $10.

It is said of Fonck, the French fiy- 
ing “ace,” that his remarkable vision 
enables him to detect shells in act- 
ual flight, and to see almost as well 
by night as in daylight. 

‘Good eyesight is, of course, es- 
sential to the flying man, and one has 
only to look at a few photographs of 
Royal Air Force pilots and observ- 
ers to be struck by the curiously 
penetrating gaze common to all—y 
thing very different from the afilip 
tion which sometimes affects nerv- 
ous sitters and which may be de- 
scribed ag the “camera glare.” 

Fonck is, of course, exceptional, 
but ‘a capacity to see by night al- 
most as well-as day is by no means 
rare among pilots of the R.AF., and 
the flyer who has experience of night 
flying seems to acquire, by constant 
practice, an uncanny skill in seeing: 
in the dark. 

It is not that the pilot sees every- 
thing or that he needs to see every- 
thing, but rather that he knows ex- 
actly what to look for in the condi- 
tions of visibility prevailing. This 
involves a process of selection. To 


‘take the broadest example, he wastes 


no time in vain endeavor to locate 
landmarks when a dense ground-mist 
rises over the watery Flanders plain 
of an inpenetrability comparable with 
that of an old-fashioned London fog. 
He steers by compass then, makes 
for home, and fig usually relieved 
when his signal flare is answered by 
the rocket of his aerodrome Which, 
after all, is only to say that his eyes 
are not superhuman. But on a clear 
moonlit night a very large amount of 
reconnaissance work is carried out 

y the Royal Air Force. 

Remarkable visibility is often ob- 
tained too on clear starlit nights of 
even the moonless periods, when the 
atmosphere is free from (humidity, 
and it wag on such a night that an 
observer on a recent flight in France 
identified the large towns in a cir- 
cumference of 250 miles from @& 
height of 10,000 feet. 

Usually, however, the night flyer, 
unless dodging anti-aircraft, remains 
at a low altitude, and 6,000 feet is 
usually regarded as the maximum 
height from which accurate observ- 
ation of even large ground features 
is practicable at night. For the 
identification of towns, woods of 
characteristic shape, or lakes, night 
observation from 6,000 feet in clear 
moonlight is reliable, but to estimate 
for example, the number of troops 
passing along a road it is necessary 
to descend to 1,000 feet or lower. 
Railway traffic, of course is observ- 
able from a much greater height, 
though, here again, it is one thing to 
spot a train by the glare from its 
enging and another to form an es- 
timate of the number of ammunition 
trucks attached. 

Night flying reconnaissance is re- 
connaissance under handicap, but the 
handicap is one which the R.A.F. 
have learnt to overcome to such an 
extent, at any rate, ag to make it 
impossible for the Germans to as- 


-}sume that.they secure immunity from 


observation by carrying out. large 
movements of troops in darkness. 

By day or night, the unsleeping 
eye of the R.A.F. is watching them. 
During the recent flying in France, 
the British night-flying airmen have 
rendered invaluable service by re 
porting night movements of the 
enemy, which have been promptly 
and most successfully countered next 
day. i 
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CLOTHING PRICES CONTINUE 
TO CLIMB 


No let up in prices is yet visible, 
and the trade continues to face a 
period of extremely high prices with 
even higher levels a probabilty. No 
recession from present values is 
looked for and the view holds in 
many quarters that declines follow- 
ing the declaration of peace cannot 
be expected for many months to 
come. 

Scarcity in many lines continues to 
be manifest, but overcoatings suffer 
‘most in this respect. Wool is too 
scarce to be employed to the same 
extent in this heavier cloth, and the 
trade for 1919 Fail and Winter may 
show a marked decline in range and 
material available. 

The difficulty in securing goods 
from the importers’ standpoint can 
be best illustrated by the fact that 
contracts, are being entered into on 
an eighteen months delivery basis at 
an approximate price, firm prices to 
be confirmed at a short time before 
actual shipment, which in view of ex- 
isting conditions may well be two 
years from date of placing orders. 
Deliveries*reaching Canada today are 
for orders placed twelve to eighteen 
months ago and even longer. 

There is a possibility that cotton 
warp worsteds for civilians may 
come. In view of the fact that wor- 
sted yarns are so largely used in 
army shirting flannel and uniform 
cloth make for a scarcity for general 
civilian use which-is quite independ- 
ent of the scarcity of the raw mater- 
fal. It is believed that men’s wear 
millg will be pressure of necessity, if 
by no other means, be induced to run 
cotton warp worsteds' for 
instead of the all-worsted fabric. 

It is reported on the woollen goods 
market that army clothing needg as 
recently calculated, call for 325,000,- 
000 pounds of wool in excess of the 
amount now definitely assured. If 
this is the case new importations 
must make up the difference before 
civilian useg can be satisfied.

ERN ALBERTA EXECUTIVE MAKES APPEAL 


Five hundred million dollars is the 
amount required to be raised by the 
Canadian government to carry on 
Canada’s part in the prosecution of 
the war. The minimum = amount 
which the minister of finance asks 


for is three hundred millions. The 
larger amount will be raised if pos- 
sible. 

There are no 20-year bonds in this 
issue. Five and 15 year bonds will 
be available in the new loan. 

The selling campaign for the new 
loan will begin on Monday, October 
28th, and will continue until Satur- 
day, November 16. 

The details of the issue follow: 

Through the prospectus of the 5th 
Canadian war loan—the Victory Loan | 
of 1918—the ‘Dominion of .Canada 
will ask for a minimum amount of 
$300,000,000 with the right to accept 
all or any part of subscriptions in 
excess of that sum to be used for 
war purposes only, and to be spent 
wholly in Canada. The rate of in- 
terest will be 54% per annum, pay- 
able May 1 and November 1, and the 
denominationg $50, $100, $500 and 
$1,000. The loan will be offered in 
two maturities—5 year bonds due 
November 1, 1923 and 15 year bonds 
due November 1, 1932. 

The issue price will be.100 and ac- 
crued interest for both maturities, 
making the income return 544% per 
annum. Provision is made for pay- 
ment in five instalments as follows: 
Ten per cent on application; 20 per 
cent. on December 6, 1918; 20 per. 
cent on January 6, 1919; -20 per cent 
on February 6, 1919; 31.16 per cent 
on March 6 1919. The last payment 
of 31.16 per cent. coverg 30 per cent 
balance of principal and 1.16 per; 
cent representing accrued interest at 
544% from November 1 to due dates 
a full half year’s interest will be 
of the respective instalments. As 
paid on May 1, 1919, the cost of the 


bonds will be 100 and interest.

“Sir, I have the honor to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of your note of the 
22nd, transmitting a communication 
under date of the 20th, from the Ger- 
man government, and to advise you 
that the president has instructed me 
to reply thereto as follows: 

“Having received the solemn and 
explicit assurance of the German 
government that it unreservedly ac- 
cepts the terms of peace laid down 
in his address to the congress of the 
United States on the 8th of January, 
1918, and the principles of settlement 
enunciated in his subsequent ad- 
dresses, particularly the address of 


the 27th of September, and that it 
desires to discuss the details of their 
application,. and that this wish and 
purpose emanated, not 


from those 


who have hitherto dictated German 
policy and conducted the present 
war on Germany's behalf, but from 
ministers who speak for the majority 
of the -Reichstag and for an  over- 
whelming majority of the German 
peoples; and having, received also 
explicit promise of the present .Ger- 
man government that humane rules 
of civilized warfare.will be observed 
both on land and sea by the German 
armed forces, the president of: the 
United States feels. that he cannot 
decling to take up with the govern- 
ments with which the government of 
the United States is associated- the 
question of an armistice. 

“He deems it his duty. to say 
again, however, that the only armis- 
tice. he would feel justified in sub- 
mitting for consideration would be 
one which would leave the United 
States and the powers associated 
with her in a position to enforce any 
arrangements that may be entered 
into and to make renewal. of hostil- 
ities on the part of Germany impos- 
sible. ‘

transmitted his correspondence with 
the present German authorities to

Canada is spending more than a 
million dollars a day on her own war 
effort and must finance the enormous 
war orders of the Allied governments 
in the dominion; otherwise those or- 
ders will go to the United States and 
there will be a serious dislocation of 
Canadian industry. The half billion 
alone is not sufficient to cover the 
whole expenditure of Canada, but 
the Finance Minister anticipates that 
this amount plus the ordinary rev- 
enue will enable him to make up the 
$700,000,000 to $800.000,000 the coun- 
try requires for the year.

DEATH OF A LOCAL OFFICER 


We regret to have to record the 
death, as the result of a flying acci- 
dent; of Sec.-Lieut. Sidney Lasenby 
Rose, son of Mr. and Mrs. H. J. Rose, 
of The Island, Chesham Bois. 

The accident occurred on Thurs- 
day in last week, in the Lincoln area. 
Deceased who was. finishing off his 
training at the Lincoln aerodrome, 
ascended with an instructor, and. it 
wag evident to those who saw _ the 
machine rise that there was some 
troublp (presumed engine trouble, 
but nothing definite is known) and 
because of this trouble, when only a 
short distance from ‘the aerodrome 
and about 100 feet up, a turn was 
made for home. A dive was made to 
facilitate the return operations, and 
from this the machine came down, 
with a nose spin, and crashed, Sec.- 
Lieut. Rose was killed instantly, and

the instructor was very badly in- 
jured. 
The air service was one that 


offered Sec.-Lieut. Rose an opening 
for his undoubted talents ag an en- 
gineer, and one at home with mech- 
anical matters. When war _ broke 
out he was in Canada, having left 
England for the Colonies about six 
yearg ago. He joined up in 1914, in 
the 3rd Canadian Mounted Rifles, 
and had six months’ training. When 
he wag about to sail a firm ef engi- 
neerg engaged in shell manufacture 
asked him to undertake the man- 
agement and organization of their 
factory, and with his consent, ob- 
tained his release for the purpose. 
He remained with the firm until last 
autumn, the whole time engaged up- 
on the shell making contract, and 
then joined the flying corps. His 
school course was obtained in Tor- 
onto during the winter and his flying 
course in Texas, and in. May he 
came to England and was posted to 
a Lincoln aerodrome. Quite happy 
in his work, he had almost completed 
his training. He was home for a 
brief leave in the week previous to 
that of his decease, and looked fit 
well. He had shown a skill and 
taste for engineering that offered 
promise of a capital career, the fact 
that he was asked to organize a shell 
factory demonstrating this, and in 
this sad and sudden termination of 
a fine life the bereaved parents have 
the sympathy of us all. A number 
of letterg of condolence have been 
received by them, and the _ writers 
express appreciation of the _ de- 
ceased, describing him as “the tru- 
est, sportiest pal,” and an “absolute 
gentleman.” 

It was the expressed wish of the 
deceaed that, in the event of his 
meeting with a fatal accident, he 
should have a quiet and private fun- 
eral and that there should’ be no 
public ceremony. On this account 
the full military honors offered by 
the military authorities were da- 
clined with thanks, and the funeral 
was of as simple a character ag pos- 
sible. The interment was at Ches- 
ham Bois Churchyard on Tuesday, 
the Rev. T. H. Fitzpatrick and C. E. 
Boultbee officiating The kindly 
thought of a friend of the family led 
to the grave being lined with flowers, 
friends sent flowers in abundance, 
and many friends and residents from 
the district were present in the 
churchyard when the young officer 
was laid to rest amidst surroundings 
that have a charm and peacefulness 
that are very appealing.Lieut. Lasen- 
by, Sec.-Lieut. G Heffer, R.F.A., Sec.- 
Lieut. Harry Atherton, R.F.A., Sergt. 
Sidney Hodgkinson, Canadian artil- 
lery, and Mr. Harry Boughton and 
Mr. F. L. Rose acted as bearers.

To her distorted imagin- 
ation the most important man in the 
country is not the Prime Minister, 
but the postman She cannot get on 
with her breakfast for listening for 
his footsteps. There ig no need for 
him to knock at the door, she has 
heard him open the gate and walk 
up the gravel path. Her heart is 
tossed like a bubble on the windg of . 
hope and fear. She finds herself 
behind the door without knowing 
how she got there, and her hand 
trembles ag she picks up the letter 
to see if the address ig in “his” hand- 
writing or an .fficial’s. The _words 
“On His Majesty’s Service,” she 
dreads as a witch’s incantation. They 
may be innocent enough and contain 
nothing more than belated comniis- 
sion papers, but she trembles lest 
they should be the fair face of a 
dark-hearted messenger, who is to 
blot out the light of her lifg for ever. 
If she goes out shopping and sees a 
telegraph boy go in the direction of 
her home, she forgetg her purchase 
and hurries back to see if he ig going 
to knock at her door. The rosy- 
faced messenger hag become the sin- 
ister gure, an imp from the nether 
world.

__.| SUGGESTIONS TO 
~ MEDICAL MEN OF 
THE PROVINCE 


The Massachusetts Department of 
Health after four weeks’ experiences 
with all kinds of treatment have 
come to the conclusion that by open- 
air and sunshine the best results are 
obtained. 

The patients are cared for in tents 
and shacks. The cots are taken into 
the open from ten o'clock in the 
morning until four-thirty o’clock in 
the afternoon. They claim that the 

drops immediately, 


lesg likely to contract the disease. 
It was found that withthe ordinary 
modern hopital method the number 
of nurses and attendants that con- 
tracted ‘the disease- were fifty per 
cent, whereag by the newer method 
only ten per cent suffered. 

The number of cases of pneumonia 
developing reduced from forty per 
cent to thirteen per cent. 

Vaccines of various kinds have 
been tried out by them aos a prevent- 
ive measure and for treatment. The 
following conclusions were reached 
by two committees in Massachusetts 
who were appointed to investigate 
the standing of vaccine in influenza. 


First committee’s report: 


1. The evidence at hand affords 
no trustworthy basis for regarding 
prophylactic vaccination against in- 
fluenza ag of value in preventing the 
spread of the disease, or of reducing 
its severity. The evidence from the 

‘sent epidemic, thouga meager, 
suggests that the incidence of the 
disease among the _ vaccinated is 
smalled than among the non-vaccin- 
ated. The board. therefore, con- 
cludeg that further experimental evi- 
dence should be collected. 

2. The evidence at hand convinces 
the board that the vaccines we have 
considered have no specific value in 
the treatment of influenza. 

3. There ig evidence that no un- 
favorable results have followed the 
use of vaccines. i 

Second committee's report: 

1. The weight of such statistical 
evidence as We have been able to 
accumulate indicates that the use of 
the influenza vaccine which we have 
investigated ig without therapeutic 
benefit. Exceptional cases where 
apparent benefit has resulted from 
the use of th vaccine can be matched 
by other caseg where similar recov- 
eries have been made without vaccin- 
ation. 

2. The statistical evidence, as far 
as it goes, indicates a_ probability 
that the use of this influenza vaccine 
has some prophylactic value. 

3. There is also some evidence to 
the effect that other methods of pro- 
tection, such as open-air treatment

Two and one half to eight ounces 
of blood from a patient who hag been 
convalescent from influenza for about 
ten days is taken into a 20 C.C. syr- 
inge in which is placed about one 
C.C. of a ten per cent sterile Sodium 
Citraté Solution. This blood inject-' 
ed into a muscle. The Vastus Ex- 


ternus {s.a satisfactory one for this.]: 


The person from which the. serum 
is taken must be free from any 
septic condition, and should show a 
negative Wasserman. ; 

Larger amounts. of blood have been 
used intraventuously in this treat- 
ment, but tests for aggutination and 
haemalysis must first be made. Some 
convalescent serums are not as good 
as other. ‘ 


Dr. E. C. Roenow, of the Mayo 
Clinic suggests the use of a vaccine 
consisting of the..pneumocoocus and 
streptocoocus, which he believes will 
prevent complications. He also be- 
lievegs that this ~ vaccine will snot 
prevent influenza, it is only for the 
prevention of complications. 


Captain Doust of the United States 
Army made experiments with gauze 
and cheesecloth masks.

There ig no hint given in the record 
that this wonderful display of know- 
ledge wag designed in any way to 
influence those who had made an un- 
fair demand upon Him, and it is 
difficult to understand why Jesus 
should use Divine power:and know- 
ledge to obtain the amount of tribute 
money required. It igs more reason- 
able to think that the money was 
obtained through the market value 
of the fish which Peter caught rather.

Acceptance will be 
taken to mean that the Germang re- 
gard their position as hopeless and 
that disaster is imminent. 

The general opinion igs that Ger- 
many’s military position igs not so 
bad, but that her leaders will fight 
on, if only with the hope of creating 
divisoin among the Allies, which has 
been Germany’s reliance of late. 

“Watch Germanw's allies if she 
decides to go on with the war,” is 
the suggestion among diplomats 
here.

“I'am inclined to the view that the 
Union government is not quite as pop- 
ular today as it was nine months ago,” 
said Mr. Calder, in a speech at Sask- 
atoon. “As a matter of fact, I would 
be very much surprised if the reverse 
were the case. Any war government 
that tries to carry on the work for 
which it was elected and remains do- 
ing its work cannot, be very popular. I 
doubt if there is any government of 
any of the belligerent countries which 
is very popular today.” 

Mr. Calder explained why this was 
perfectly natural. ‘We have had four 
years of war, and every home has been 
touched. Business is being interfered 
with, taxation is beginning to be a bur- 
den, people are kicking, and it is easfer 
to kick at the government than at any- 
thing else. 

In spite of all this, Mr. Calder de- 
clares that he never regretted having 
joined the government and was quite 
sure that he never woula. We have 
made mistakes, he said, but there has 
been no government in Canada since 
Confederation which has worked so 
hard and so harmoniously, trying to 
give the country the very best service. 

Mr. Calder is right. If the boys at 
the front paid regard to the pinpricks, 
and not to the general record of 
achievement, they would not fight with 
the vim that they show. 


REMARKABLE EXPLOITS 
OF CANADIAN GUNNERS 


Pushed Forward Their Artillery Into 
The Front of Battle 


(J. F. B, Livesay, Canadian Press Cor- 
respondent) 

With the Canadian Forces in the 
Field, Oct. 22.—Some remarkable ex- 
ploits were performed by Canadian 
gunners during- the battle of Cambrai. 
In storming the Canal du Nord, on the 
morning of September 27, it was of the 
utmost importance to have the field 
artillery right up in support, as failure 
to make a good crossing near Inchy 
meant holding up the entire battle plan 
of the previous day. A Heutenant made 
@ personal reconnaissance along the 
canal for his battery and that night 
took his section of 18 pounders in 
front, even of our outpost line, losing 
half his horses and ammunition, but 
being able here to open fire across the 
canal with open sights at point-blank 
range. 

During that advance, a Heutenant of 
the divisional column made a recon- 
naissance under heavy shell fire of the 
passages across the canal and then, by 
his persistent disregard of danger and 
good leadership, took a column of 
wagons forward and established an 
ammunition reserve depot a thousand 
yards east of the canal. He kept up 
the supply there until the bridges were 
built. Throughout the fighting since 
August 8, this officer has on every oc- 
casion pushed forward ammunition 
dumps into the thick of the battle, thus 
enabling them to give immediate sup- 
port to advancing infantry lines,
